The profits 
would have beer greater if the full capac- 
ity of the plant instead of half of it could 
have been utilized. When it shall be the 
plant will begin paying about 10 per cent 
on the investment. 

The profits as shown by the books are 
less than those actually realized. Power 
is furnished to the city and some other 
public corporations at exact cost. That 
enables them to make a great saving in 
their lighting expenses. The city, get- 
ting better rates from the sanitary dis- 
trict than it could elsewhere, was able to 
save $200,000 during the six months in 
question. This and similar earnings 
should be credited to the .account of the 
public power plant. 3 

So we see that as a commercial propo- 
sition the Lockport plant is a great suc- 
cess. We see that if the sanitary dis- 


trict had leased this public water power 


to some private corporation for what it 
would have offered there would have been 
little in the trade for the former, and a 
great deal for the latter. It would have 
exacted a full price of the municipal cor- 
porations that dealt with it. 

Now this Chicago experiment is full of 
instruction for Hiinois. It shows how 
valuable a public asset public water 
power may be and how uncommercial, 
how unbusinesslike it would be to let that 
asset slip away into private hands. The 
water power on the Illinois river and 
elsewhere is the property of the people 
of the whole state and should be utilized 
by and for them. Observe and copy Chi- 


bosses say to the members of the Railway 
Electrical Engineers’ association, now in 
session here, that the subject of railroad 
electrification must not be discussed. 

That is disappointing. No doubt the 
“axle generating system,” which was con- 
sidered at great length, is an admirable 
one, but it cannot awaken so much popu- 
lar interest as railroad electrification. 
That is a topic/of special interest here, be- 
cause it is through the electrification of 
tailroad terminals that Chicagoans see the 
way to clearer skies and a purer air. The 
members of the association would like to 
discuss it rather than the minutis of their 
work, for they do not hesitate to say 
privetely that ultimately electricity will 
supplant steam. 3 

A casual remark made by one of the 
electrical engineers is suggestive. Said he: 


1“ The roads which have electrified so far 


did so because they were forced to by 
legislation. It will be a long time before 
the roads of their own initiative substitute 
electricity for steam.” That is, if they 
were left to themselves they would be in- 
different to economies of operation and to 
the annoyance and injury the public suf- 
fers through the smoke nuisance, — 

But the vis inertim of the railroads can 
be overcome by the superior force of legis- 
lation. The necessary legislation will be 
enacted whenever the compelling power of 
popular sentiment shall be brought to 
bear. The growth of that sentiment may

CHURCH FINANCE. 
Some years ago the men who had the 
most to do with the management of the 
Jewish charitable institutions of Chicago 
got out of patiehce with the haphazard 
and costly methods of raising money for 
their support which had been in vogue. 
While a fair or a ball might bring in con- 
siderable money, it involved mech dle 
agreeable begging, incidental expenses, and 
a vast outlay of. energy. So they sub- 
stituted scientific for unmethodical finan- 
cipg. They figured ont the needs of all 
the charities for a year and then called 
‘oh everybody who onght to contribute 
and was able to do so for his proper pro- 
portion of the total. They got an assured 
revenue, and it was distributed among 
the respective charities according to their 
needs. Under the old unorganized system 
of raising money one might get too much 
and another too little. | 
It is strange that this intelligent method 
of financing religious work was not edopt- 
ed at once by Christian churches. Prob- 
ably conservatism explains it, or the 
women may have frowned on it though 
it would have relieved them of much 
labor. But last year some of the Methodist 
churches in this county tried it in part. 
They let up on bazaars, socials, collec 
tion envelopes, and numerous other devices 
for raising money. Every member of the 
congregation agreed to give a certain sum 
during the year. Thus the church officials 
knew precisely what its revenue would 
be and could allot it intelligently to dit- 
ferent purposes. | 
The plan has worked so well and has 
brought in. so much more money than the 
old ways that the other Methodist 
churches of the county are to adopt it. 
They will find their profit in it. There

Now that old Grandduke Michael Nicholaio- 
vitch and Count Milloutine have been gath- 
ered to their fathers- they died last spring 
King Nicholas of Montenegro isthe only fi 
marshal of the Russian army. The bato 
of the office, magnificently jeweled, was 
presented in the na.me of the czar to him on 
the occasion of the recent celebration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of his accession to the 
throne of his golden wedding by his son- 
in- Grandduke Nicholas Nicholaiovitch, 
hd is regarded at the war department at 
Berlin as the cleverest cavalry leader in 
Europe, and who commands in chief the en- 
tire metropolitan military district of Bt, Pe- 
tersburg, as well as the division of the 
guards. * 

It may be recalled that three years ago 
this grandduké married Princess Stana of 
Montenegro, after she had obtained a few 
months’ previously, from the holy synod ef 
Russia, a dissolution of her marriage with 
Duke George of Leuchtenberg. 

On the same occasion Grandduke Nicholas 
presented to the ruler of Montenegro, also 
on behalf of the czar, an exquisitely worked 
silver gilt crown, all studded with large ga p- 
phires, and this will henceforth be the offi- 
cial crown of Montenegro. For, although 
the old prince, at the instance of his subjects 
and with the consent of all the great powers 
of Europe, assumed the title of king dur- 
ing the recent jubilee festivities, he had not 
taken the precaution of providing himseif 
with the chief insignia of a king—namely, a 


— 

This neglect was repaired by the czar, who 
thereby was enabled to emphasize once more 
the species of. 3 suzérainty he exer- 
cises over the k mountain and to convey 
the impression throughout the southeast of 
Europe that the new king of Montenegro 
holde his crown from the emperor of Rus- 
sia. In fact, this presentation of a crown 
was a clever political move on the part 
of Emperor Nicholas. 8 

Of course, the Montenegrin king's new 
rank of field marshal of the Russian army 
is more or less honorary. And yet it means 
much more than most of these honorary mil- 
itary dignities, since he has fought both in 
the Russian army and beside it as its most 
trusted ally. The late Emperor Alexander 
III. used to describe him as Russia's only 
real friend.“ 

Moreover, the king of Montenegro is the 
only foreign sovereign upon whom the baton 
of a Russian field marshel has been be- 
stowed. Francis Joseph is field marshal of 
the German and of the English army and 
holds the Spanigh equivalent of that office— 
namely, the rank of captain general. 

/ — 

King Leopold has bequeathed to his coun- 
try a perfect avalanche of lawsuits and his 
memory is destined to endure in a particu- 
larly displeasing manner for many years to 
come through the iitigation which has re- 
sulted from the disposition of his fortune 
and his transactions of one kind and anoth- 
er during the closing period of his life. Thus, 
the Kasai company, chartered company 
which has made ite name execrated through- 
out the civilized world through the barbarity 
of its white and native agents in the collec- 
tion of rubber, has instituted a suit against 
the Belgian government for $10,000,000 as 
damages for the opening up of the entire 
Congo colony to the commerce of the world. 
It may be remembered that thie freedom of 
trade was guaranteed by the Congress: of 
Berlin at the time of the creation of the 
Congo Free State in 1884 and that one of the 
principal complaints brought by the great 
powers against King Leopold was that he had 
violated both the spirit and the letter of the 
constitution of the Free State by granting to 
the various companies engaged in the rub- 
ber business a monopoly of trade. 

King Leopold owned about 54 per cent of 
the stock in this Kasal company and be- 
queathed it at his death to the Belgian gov- 
ernment, with the object of preventing its 
| falling into the hands of his daughters.

The possession of this majority of the stock 
under ordinary citcumstances would enable 
the Belgian government to control the com- 
pany and to stop the lawsuit against itself. 
But in order to avert this the management 
of the company coolly issued a quantity of 
additional stock 80 as to make its holdings 
superior to those of the crown. As this 18 
illegal, the Belgian government has brought 
suit against the company to compel it to 
repeal its action in the matter. 7

25, 1900, for five years, and hold good to Feb. 
25 next. We will consider the proposition of 
employing experts. If. that is decided upon 
an appropriation of $5,000 or $10,000 probably 
will be requested,. The report on telephone 

tates is nearing completion, and we want to 
get started on the gas proposition. Our ex- 
perts have done efcellent work on the tele- 
phone matter, and there is no reason why a 
similar inquiry of gas rates should not be con- 
ducted.” 

It is the opinion of several members of the 
committee that the investigation should be 
conducted and that the new rates should be 
based on cost of production and the earnings 
and investment of the gas company. The in- 
quiry will take up the amount of the corpora- 
tion’s capital, construction work of all kinds, 
operating expenses, investments of all kinda, 
and earnings. Members of the committee 
would not declare themselves in favor of 
lowering gas rates, but simply said that 
justice of the present schedule and what new 
rates should be fixed for the next five year 
period would develop from the inquiry. 


Aldermen Urge an Inquiry. 

„1 think it might be wise to hold such an 
inquiry,” asserted Ald, Theodore K. Long, 
“The city ought to be advised as to the 
charges for service fixed by the public 


utility corporations, If skillful men are em-
